A BRIEF HISTORY OF 


KASHMIR STRUGGLE

T he British colonial rulers of India sold Kashmir , including its population through a deed of 
sale called the Treaty of Amritsar to a Hindu Dogra criminal warlord Gulab Singh having 
no roots in the area, who subjected the Muslim population to every torture and threw them 
into the poverty of well by implication of every kind of taxation. Tlie J&k state was actually 
constituted between 1820 and 1850 and became one of the largest princely states. Gulab Singh was 
paying a yearly tax towards the British regime. 

Since the Hindu ruler was depriving every right to Muslim population and subjected to every tor¬ 
ture that a person can think of, a large number of Muslim population migrated to other parts outside 
J&K but gradually an uprising also started against the tyrant regime and the first prominent agitation 
started in 1865 commonly referred as ‘Shawl Bauf Agitation. The Dogra troops directly fired on pro¬ 


testers which resulted in the killing of 28 Muslims and injuring more than 100. At that time around 
4000 families migrated from J&K. This was the spark that gradually turned into future uprising. 

The first massive uprising against the Dogra tyrant regime took place in July 1931 inspired by Ulemas 
the Muslims launched massive agitation/struggle against the iniquitous Hindu rule. On 13th July 
1931 several Kashmiris were murdered by directly aiming guns at them but the uprising has started 
and gained the momentum after that. 

In 1932 All J&K Muslim Conference was founded by Chaudhary Abbas and Sheikh Abdullah which 
fought for the rights of Muslims at its initial stage. 

On 23rd March 1940, Pakistan Resolution is passed at Iqbal Park Lahore. The Resolution demands 
the establishment of an independent state comprised of all regions in which Muslims are the majority. 
The letter “K” in the word “Pakistan” represents Kashmir. 

In 1947 the partition plan took place and on July 19,1947 a convention of JK Muslim Conference ad¬ 
opted the Accession to Pakistan Resolution ‘demanded complete accession of Jammu Kashmir state 
to Pakistan ( This was also included into the 1974 Constitution of Azad Kashmir) 

India and Pakistan went on war over Kashmir from 1947-1948. All early UN Security Council resolu- 
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tions admonished both countries demanded 
an immediate ceasefire, which would be fol¬ 
lowed by a UN directed plebiscite. 

India fails at every stage to keep its promise, 
which it made now and then. 

India sought resolution of the issue at the UN 
Security Council and following the setup of 
the United Nation Commission for India and 
Pakistan (UNCIP), the UN Security Council 
passed Resolution 47 on 21st April 1948. 

In the meanwhile India put its political influ¬ 
ence in Kashmir and started creating its lob¬ 
byists and ultimately Sheikh Abdullah became 
among Indian lobbyist converting JK Muslim 
Conference into JK National Conference. This 
was the start of the beginning of long betrayal 
and deceit for Kashmiris 
JL Nehru The then Prime Minister of India in 
a telegram no. 413 dated 28th October 1947 
addressed to the Prime Minister of Pakistan, 
Nehru wrote: 

“The govt, of India and Pakistan should make 
a joint request to UNO to undertake a plebi¬ 
scite in Kashmir at the earliest possible date.” 


Nehru’s statement in Indian Parliament, 26th 
June 1952: 

“I want to stress that it is only the people of 
Kashmir who can decide the future of Kash¬ 
mir. It is not that we merely said that to the 
United Nations and to the people of Kashmir, 
it is our conviction and one that is borne out 
by the policy that we have pursued, not only 
in Kashmir but everywhere. 

“I started with the presumption that it is for 
the people of Kashmir to decide their own fu¬ 
ture. We will not compel them. In that sense 
the people of Kashmir are sovereign / 

In Lok Sabha also on 1st March 1955 Nehru 
said,’ Kashmir is perhaps the most difficult of 



all these problems between India and Paki¬ 
stan. We should also remember that Kashmir 
is not a thing to be bandied between India and 
Pakistan but it has a soul of its own and an 
individuality of its own. Nothing can be done 
without the goodwill and consent of the peo¬ 
ple of Kashmir. 

There was also a White Paper on Kashmir 
published by Indian govt regarding the plebi¬ 
scite in Jammu and Kashmir in 1948. 

Even issuing such statements Indian govern¬ 
ment was playing politics in Kashmir and was

trying to manipulate things by creating such 
atmosphere so that the influential people will 
be inclined towards Indian policies and in that 
they achieved a lot. Sheikh Abdullah was the 
most important gain they achieved by prom¬ 
ising him many personal favors. He was allot¬ 
ted the Prime Ministerial post on 17th March 
1948 and in 1949 Indian government obliged 
Hari Singh to leave J & K and yield power to 
Sheikh Abdullah. 

Dr. Karan Singh the son of Hari Singh was 
made Sadr-i-Riyasat and the Governor of the 
state and elections were held for constituent 
Assembly of J & K with 75 seats allotted to In¬ 
dian occupied Kashmir and 25 seats left re¬ 
served for the Azad Kashmir. 
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Article 370 of Indian constitution is an arti¬ 
cle that gives autonomous status to the state 
of Jammu Kashmir. Now at first stage this be¬ 
trayal and Chanakya policy of India (in or¬ 
der to grab J & K ) kept three matters under 
its control i.e.; Defense, Foreign affairs and 
Communication. But gradually along with 
that whole Jammu Kashmir was occupied by 
betrayal and tyranny behavior of India leav¬ 
ing aside the promises made earlier. 

But the people’s movement didn’t stop at that, 
it actually keep demanding its right and also 
started to oppose this illegal occupation by 
India at every stage and first visible separatist 
uprising was seen in 1984 -1986. Since the an¬ 
ti-India protests were at peak in 1980 and its 
changed into full-fledged armed struggle in 
February 1984 when first Kashmiri Shaheed 
Maqbool Bhat was hanged in India’s notori¬ 
ous jail The Tihar. It was a turning point in 
the Kashmir Resistance movement and the 
youth despite being nonviolent demanding 
their right to be free from the clutches of In¬ 
dian claws had no option left but to start the 
armed struggle against the Indian tyranny 
and brutality. 

India became so stubborn that it ignored all 
its promises and made the Kashmir one of 
the worlds most militarized area by deploying 
more than 08 lac Regular army personnel and 
more than 03 lac Para military personnel. 

On 27th February 1990, United Nations was 
not allowed in Kashmir by India.

On 14th April 1990 India sends more army 
to Kashmir. And on July 1990, Jammu and 
Kashmir Disputed Areas Act was passed.

A s far as Jihad e Kashmir is concerned it is 
having religious as well as political and 
historical perspective. And these are all 
interconnected, just go through history of 
Kashmir, you will observe how the Muslim dominat¬ 
ed state was been oppressed time and again. Actually 
the state of Kashmir, a fully Muslim land, (where a 
fraction of other minorities also lived but with har¬ 
mony & peace) was treated along with the Muslim 
population as a commodity and sold for Rs 75 lac 
(Nanak Shahi) to the criminal Dogra who were not 
even have any roots in the valley This Dogra regime 
put every means to suppress, torture and whatev¬ 
er possible means of oppression on whole Muslim 
copulation. 13 July 1931 would be right incident to 
highlight the despotic rule of Dogras regime where 
22 Muslim brothers were martyred. At Zuhar time 
(noon Prayers) while protest one of the youth stood 
up for Azan. He was shot by Dogra, next youth start¬ 
ed the Azan where it was left he too was martyred and 
in the process of completing Azan 22 Muslim youth 
were Martyred in Kashmir. It followed with many 
massacres you can yourself read history,During par¬ 
tition in 1947 ethnic cleansing of Muslim were done 
nearly 4 lakh Muslims were killed in Jammu region. 
Now after this what is Quranic and prophetic injunc¬ 
tions? Indeed every believer has obligation to come 
in rescue of oppressed class.

At the time of partition, what was the basic criterion 
of the partition? By every means Kashmir has to be 
with Pakistan and we also opted for the same. What 
happened after that? See and analyze who has vio¬ 
lated the process and this becomes another reason 
for this struggle and this was religious obligation to 
wage holy war against India 
And also regarding Kashmir struggle everyone in 
the world knows that there are 28 resolutions adopt¬ 
ed by the UN acknowledging the Right to Self-de¬ 
termination of the people of J&K, even Indian Prime 
Minister in the capacity of the head of the Indian 
State has not only agreed before the world commu¬ 
nity but also promised on numerous occasions to 
give people of J&K their right to Plebiscite. 

India on the basis of its military might has occupied 
J&k and is using all inhuman tactics to suppress the 
genuine voice of the people of J&K. The people of 
J&K are left with no choice but to fight and defend it¬ 
self from Indian aggression. So it is a justified strug¬ 
gle based on International rules for the fulfillment 
of Indian promise to world community and to the 
people of J&K. It is a struggle of the people to defend 
them from the brutal occupation of India. We have 
been there and will remain in the freedom struggle 
till last Indian solider leaves J&K. 

Wyeth: Where does Pakistan as a country stand in 
this entire Kashmir struggle 

Dr. Gaznawi: 

Pakistan has the moral & legal obligation to support 
the struggle of J&K. State of JK being the unfinished 
agenda of partition. As per the principals of parti¬ 
tion J&K is the natural & legitimate part of Pakistan 
but India occupied this part of Pakistan through il¬ 
legal means and military might. Pakistan is helping 
people of J&K to achieve what has been promised to 
them by UN and India through its first Prime Min¬ 
ister Jawahir lal Nehru, thus Pakistan is the principal 
party hence active role is expected from them at all 
quarters. How many battles were fought all because 
of Kashmir? We thank Pakistan for their moral and 
diplomatic support on every front. I hope in coming 
issues I will try to give detailed exposition pursuant 
to “De-jure Party and Locus Standi” (Inshallah) 

Wyeth: It is most often assumed that LeT is the proxy 
of Pakistan Army, how do you refute that or is it true

Dr. Gaznawi: 

First, let me tell you bluntly “proxy” is obsolete term 
when it comes to brave Pakistan Army. They have ca¬ 
pacity and capability to deal any issue which comes 
to them. One can see proxy used by those countries 
which have high military numbers but less divine 
faith. Coming to your question; 

LeT is the common mans struggle. It is the name of 
sentiments, it represents the true aspirations of the 
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people of J&K, it is widely appreciated in J&K and 
people especially youth are actively participat¬ 
ing in its programs. We have never been anyone’s 
proxy, it is Indian propaganda to defame LeT and 
that propaganda has already been rejected by the 
brave people of J&K. The active participation of 
the youth who sacrificed their lives during years 
has rejected Indian propaganda and it is clear 
proof of our role. 

Wyeth: Is LeT a local or Pakistani outfit 
Dr. Gaznawi: 

“kya bi shus na kashur” (Am I not a Kashmiri) 
what do you think of me? I am very much Kash¬ 
miri and have consciously chosen LeT outfit for 
resistance. 

Wyeth: How do you see LeT role in current sce¬ 
nario as whole world community is against the 
gun struggle after 9/11 or 26/11 Mumbai attack 

Dr. Gaznawi: 

You can take recourse to armed struggle when 
there is State terrorism. It is Legal charter saying 
not me; India is involved in heinous crimes com¬ 
mitted against innocent un-armed peoples of Jam¬ 
mu and Kashmir State. Since 1931 to year 2018 one 
can count hundreds of massacres in which Indian 
fascist force and terrorist army is involved. Rapes, 
extra judicial killings, use of Lethal weapons like 
Pellet Gun, Pava etc. is normal exercise for terror¬ 
ist army. They book right conscious peoples under 
black laws and world community is enjoying same 
on big TV screen. Do you want Kashmiri peoples 
shall remain in que and wait for next turn to get 
killed? So we are not a terrorist group but a peo¬ 
ple’s popular struggle against the brutal military 
occupation of India. The group comprises of peo¬ 
ple of J&K who have been fighting for their right 
to self-determination acknowledged by the UN 
United Nations through its various resolutions. 
We are only defending ourselves from Indian oc¬ 
cupation. 

General Assembly Resolution A/RES/3246(XX- 
IX) of 29 November 1974: 

Reaffirms the legitimacy of the peoples’ struggle 
for liberation from colonial and foreign domina¬ 
tion and alien subjugation by all available means, 
including armed struggle; ... 

7. Strongly condemns all Governments which do 
not recognize the right to self-determination and 
independence of peoples under colonial and for¬ 
eign domination and alien subjugation, notably 
the peoples of Africa and Palestinian peoples; 
United Nations General Assembly Resolution A/ 
RES/33/24 of 29 November 1978: 

“2. Reaffirms the legitimacy of the struggle of peo¬ 
ples for independence, territorial integrity, nation¬ 
al unity and liberation from colonial and foreign 
domination and foreign occupation by all avail¬ 


able means, particularly armed struggle;” 

Wyeth: Previous year India claimed to have Martyred 
more than 200 Mujahedeen, under these circumstanc¬ 
es how do see the situation

Don’t count figures, Kashmir is highly militarize zone 
in world and our brothers have rendered supreme sac¬ 
rifices they have strong commitment towards people 
of Kashmir. India has to leave from the soil of J&K. It 
is a loud message to the 12 lakh Indian occupation¬ 
al forces that they cannot retain J&K on its military 
might for long. We see these supreme sacrifices as a 
defeat to Indian occupation. Youth are ready to join in 
thousands to offer whatever sacrifices are required for 
the freedom of J&K, for this sacred cause 


Wyeth: Despite India claim that they have controlled 
the situation India is sending more and more troops 
here, how do you look at that. 

Dr. Gaznawi: 

It is mere eye wash to show world community that 
situation is under control India has lost more ground 
after Burhan Wani was martyred. Now, on Sending 
more troop as already said it is highly militarized zone 
in world .Even if they will further add entire popula¬ 
tion of Bihar, Nagpur and Madhya Pradesh in Kash¬ 
mir people here wont succumb they will continue 
their fight. So sending more and more troops won’t af¬ 
fect the dispute nature of Kashmir. They have to leave 
and let people decide their destiny. 

Wyeth: India claims that this is not a freedom struggle

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CHEMICAL WEAPONRY THREAT IN OCCUPIED KASHMIR

H istorians now refer to the Great War as the chemists war because of the scientific and engi¬ 
neering mobilization efforts by the major belligerents. The development, production, and 
deployment of war gases such as chlorine, phosgene, and mustard created a new and com¬ 
plex public health threat that endangered not only soldiers and civilians on the battlefield 
but also chemical workers on the home front involved in the large-scale manufacturing processes. 
The story of chemical weapons research and development during that war provides useful insights for 
current public health practitioners faced with a possible chemical weapons attack against civilian or 
military populations. 

About 70 different chemicals have been used or stockpiled as Chemical weapons (CW) agents during 
the 20th century. These chemicals are in liquid, gas or solid form and blister, choke and affect the 
nerves or blood. Chemical warfare agents are generally classified according to their effect on the or¬ 
ganism and can be roughly grouped as: Nerve Agents, Mustard Agents, Hydrogen Cyanide, Tear Gas¬ 
es, Arsines, Psychotomimetic Agents, Toxins and Potential CW Agents. The experience of large-scale 
chemical warfare was so horrifying that it led to the 1925 Geneva Protocol, which forbids the use of 
chemical and bacteriological agents in war. Images of victims gasping, frothing and choking to death 
had a profound impact. The text of the protocol reflects the global sense of abhorrence. It affirmed that 
these weapons had been “justly condemned by the general opinion of the civilized world.” 


The Chemical Weapons Convention (CWC) reinforces aspects of the Geneva Conventions that also 
dealt with these agents and was negotiated over a period of 24 years. In 1992, after a decade of long and 
painstaking negotiations, the Conference on Disarmament in Geneva agreed to the text of the CWC. 
It was adopted by the General Assembly on 30 November 1992, in a resolution entitled Convention 
on the Prohibition of the Development, Production, Stockpiling and Use of Chemical Weapons and 
on Their Destruction (A/RES/47/39). 

The CWC has 188 states parties. Israel and Myanmar have signed but not ratified the treaty; while 
Angola, Egypt, the Democratic Peoples Republic of Korea, Somalia, South Sudan and Syria have not 
yet signed the treaty at all. The CWC entered into force on 29 April 1997, 180 days after Hungary, the 
65th country, ratified the treaty. Countries that ratify must destroy all chemical weapons over a ten 
year period with the treaty providing a “levelling out principle,” which ensures that possessors destroy 
their stockpiles at roughly the same time. Five years after entry into force, destruction of 20% of the 
stockpile is to be completed. After seven years, 45% of the destruction should be complete. Under the 
treaty countries must stop any development, production, acquisition, stockpiling and retention of 
chemical weapons. The CWC requires States Parties to report the location of chemical weapons stor¬ 
age sites, the location and characteristics of chemical weapons production and research facilities and 
prohibits trade in certain chemicals with countries not party to the treaty. 
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The verification provisions of the CWC do not 
only affect the military sector but also the ci¬ 
vilian chemical industry world-wide, through 
certain restrictions and obligations regarding 
the production, processing and consumption 
of chemicals that are considered relevant to the 
objectives of the Convention. The Convention 
also contains provisions on assistance in case 
a State Party is attacked or threatened with at¬ 
tack by chemical weapons and on promoting 
the trade in chemicals and related equipment 
among State Parties. 

It is not only Syria and Palestine where self- 
claimed super powers America, Israel are ei¬ 
ther bombarding the innocent or they are ac¬ 
cused of using chemical. Syrian Assad regime 
with aid of Russia has killed thousands of kids 
by using chemical. India has started Using 
Chemical weapon in Occupied Kashmir there 
has been many incidents recently where Indi¬ 
an Army is using banned chemical on peoples. 
In December 2016 First incident was seen in 
forest areas of Anantnag District (Indian occu¬ 
pied Kashmir) where a 22 years old boy Majid 
Zargar was killed and then chemical was put on

his entire body. He could not be recognized, his 
entire body was burnt and one could only see a 
small burnt piece remained after chemical. 

The body of Majid Zargar was beyond recog¬ 
nition and nobody was able to say that this is 
really a body of some human being as it was 
collected from different sites that too in very 
small pieces. Ex-Indian Army Chief Mr. Deep- 
ak Kapoor has also admitted of possessing the 
chemical and biological weapons in a press 
conference and also confessed that they recent¬ 
ly signed contract of Indian defense ministry 
for purchasing M777 a light weight Howitzer, 
capable of throwing chemical shells is a clear 
proof that India pays no heed to world commu¬ 
nity about chemical ban. The same weapon was 
used over the body of Majid Zargar in occupied 
Kashmir. In first week of July 2017 a Kashmiri 
emigrant Sheikh Ahmad, in Muzzafarabad Pa¬ 
kistan wrote many letters to UNHRC, Amnesty 
International and OIC to take cognizance into 
the matter but as of now no action was initiat¬ 
ed against Indian army for using such chemical 
weapons in occupied Kashmir. 

Foreign Office Spokesperson Nafees Zakria in 
July 2017 accused India of “using ammunition 
containing chemical agents and precursors to 
kill Kashmiri youth and destroy Kashmiris’ 
properties” He said charred bodies of Kashmi¬ 
ri youth were found in the debris of five hous¬ 
es destroyed by the Indian forces at Bahmnoo 
and Kakpora in Pulwama. “The bodies were so 
extensively burnt that they were beyond visu¬ 
al recognition”. One owner of the house, Mr. 
Kifayat Ahmad, also included was suspected of 
chemical attack, as FO spokesperson said. 

On December 11,2017, while addressing a sem¬ 
inar on the occasion of International Human 
Rights Day organized by the Kashmir Libera¬ 
tion Cell, President of Azad Jammu and Kash¬ 
mir (AJK) Sardar Masood Khan has blamed 
India for using chemical weapons against in¬ 
nocent civilians of Kashmir under their control 
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India continued to 
manufacture chemical 
weapons in violation of this 
declaration. This was 
disclosed only in early 1997, 
months after India’s 
ratification of the 
Chemical Weapons 
Convention (CWC) in 


September 1996.” 
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in Anantnag and Pulwama. Dr. Maleeha Lodhi, 
had also pointed out the danger in 2001, in 
her article “Security Challenges in South Asia” 
published in The Nonproliferation Review. She 
said, “While both India and Pakistan commit¬ 
ted not to produce chemical weapons under a 
joint declaration in August 1992, India contin¬ 
ued to manufacture chemical weapons in viola¬ 
tion of this declaration. This was disclosed only 
in early 1997, months after India’s ratification 
of the Chemical Weapons Convention (CWC) 
in September 1996.” 

Chemical weapons are considered to be inhu¬ 
mane by most nations, governments and or¬ 
ganizations undertook to locate and destroy 
existing chemical weapons. The internation¬ 
al community continued to seek a total ban 
on chemical weapons. In 1948, the UN Com¬ 
mission for Conventional Armaments defined 
chemical and bacteriological weapons as weap¬ 
ons of mass destruction. 

While applying little knowledge which I have 
about chemical weapons and carefully reading 
all the details and statements of influential in¬ 
dividuals in relation to use of “Chemical Weap¬ 
ons” in Indian occupied Kashmir, I am view 
of that Indian security forces are not using 
chemical weapons but “incendiary weapons” 
as anti-personnel weaponry against Kashmiris. 
Such an act is grossly inhuman and unlawful 
as per UN conventions and International law. 
Incendiary weapons, or incendiary bombs are 
designed to start fire or destroy sensitive equip¬ 
ment using fire. 

One important measure would be a new inter¬ 
national treaty that prohibits the hostile ma¬ 
nipulation of human physiology, particularly 
with respect to the central nervous system and 
reproductive physiology. The European Par¬ 
liament has already called for “a global ban on 
all developments and deployments of weapons 
which might enable any form of manipulation 


of human beings” (European Parliament reso¬ 
lution A4-0005/1999, www3.europarl.eu.int/), 
and the International Committee of the Red 


Cross has urged states “to adopt at a high polit¬ 
ical level an international Declaration on Bio¬ 
technology, Weapons and Humanity contain¬ 
ing a renewed commitment to existing norms 
and specific commitments to future preven¬ 
tative action” (www.icrc.org). Given the rapid 
rate of scientific progress, it is urgent to estab¬ 
lish a clear understanding that any manipu¬ 
lation of human biochemistry or genetics for 
hostile purposes is completely unacceptable. 
A new international convention would be an 
important step in establishing such a norm. 
Same yards stick must be applied in Kashmir 
by world community but as of now KASHMIR 
IS UNATTENDED ISSUE BY WORLD COM¬

JIHAD : IN THE SHADE OF 
QURAN AND HADITH 



U nder this content we will be discussing Jihad in the shade of Quran and Hadith and we will put forth some excerpts from 
Hafiz Abdul Salam and Brigadier Malik writings. 

Literally, jihad means ' to strive’,' to struggle’ and implies use of force. This meaning has repeatedly been applied in the Holy 
Qur’an: 

And [as for] those who strive hard in our [cause], we will most certainly guide them in our ways; and God is indeed with the good 
doers. 

(Al-Ankabut: 69) 

Jihad denotes armed confrontation and war against the enemies of Islam, and sacrificing of one’s life and property in the cause of Allah. 
The Holy Qur’an says: 

Surely those who believed and migrated, and struggled in Allah’s way with their property and their souls. 

(Al-Anfal: 72) 

Abu Dharr (RA) reported: 

The Messenger of Allah (;lt) was asked: “Which deed is the best?” He {M) replied, “Faith in Allah and Jihad (fighting, struggle) in the 
Cause of Allah.” 

As long as Allah’s Messenger (Peace be upon him) was in Makkah, He was not allowed to fight against the disbelievers, though they 
(disbelievers) persecuted him and his followers. Then he migrated to Medina. But the disbelievers even then were not ready to abandon 
the chase and leave him alone. So, at last, Allah made it permissible for him to fight.

The Quran and Hadith is a source of eternal guidance for whole mankind and its treasuries are available for all those who genuinely 
seek them. The Quranic philosophy of war is infinitely supreme and effective and it makes a perfect balance between war and peace. 
Seen in the Quranic setting, man’s role here below is one of the “struggle”, or striving and of energetically combatting forces of evil or 
what may be called, “counter-initiatory” forces which are at war with the harmony and the purpose of his life on earth. The most glo¬ 
rious word in the vocabulary of Islam is Jihad, a word which is untranslatable in English but, broadly speaking means, striving’, strug¬ 
gling’, ‘trying to advance the Divine cause or purpose’. 

And now for all time to come Allah has made it binding on the Muslims to continue their fighting against the disbelievers till the some 
objectives are not achieved. In the Quranic perspective the object of jihad is to obtain conditions of peace and faith. To do so, it is es¬ 
sential to destroy the forces of oppression and persecution. 

We will discuss some of the objectives of Jihad. 


THE FIST OBJECTIVE OF JEHAD: 


THE SECOND OBJECTIVE: 


Elimination of persecution 
Every Muslim is bound to continue fighting against 
the disbelievers as long as they in any part of the 
world have power ana strength enough to perse¬

This didn’t stop him from carrying forward the mission of freedom 
and in 1993 he was again arrested till 1997. This was the turning period 
for him and he learned & read a lot about freedom struggle strategies and 
got himself well versed in the religious matters. During this long period 
of detention he got himself more nearer to Allah and begging before Al¬ 
mighty Allah for only one wish to be always on the right path.. .The path 
that is showered with rewards in Akhirah and always prayed for that his 
life be dedicated in this Pious Struggle of Kashmir Freedom. 

After his release he started a new tactics to be carried forward in this 
struggle. He mobilised the masses mainly youth and started a new of 
protests and this bring shivers in the spines of the tyrant regime. The 
occupier didn’t digest his release and got him again arrested. Put him in 
various jails outsiae valley but this also didn’t break the will of this great 
leader. 

The spark that he has ignited into the youth and the new style of struggle 
he introduced was gaining momentum and he became more and more 
staunch thorn in the throats of the tyrant regime. Masrat Alam’s slogan 
‘Quit Kashmir’ was spreading like fire everywhere and within no time he 
became an icon of the new style of Freedom struggle.

K ashmir resistance is not just few decades old 
but is having a history of much before 1947 and 
not only men but also women participation has 
been an inalienable element in the Kashmir re¬ 
sistance. The courageous women of Kashmir have stood 
upright at every phase of Kashmir struggle. We can di¬ 
vide Kashmiri women participation in the Kashmir re¬ 
sistance into two stages, Pre 1990 and Post 1990. 

July 13th 1931 became a landmark or turning point in 
the Kashmir resistance and it was actually from that pe¬ 
riod that the people of Kashmir took upon the task of 
securing the freedom of Kashmir and getting freed from 
the clutches of the tyrant and brutal regime of the op¬ 
pressor. During that time in early years of the movement 
processions and the protests were mainly taken out by 
the women some of them having infant babies in their 
laps, passing through the streets raising slogans, de¬ 
nouncing the policies of the oppressor ruler of that time 
or demanding the release of their imprisoned leaders or 
menfolk of their families. During protests many women 
got martyred also. The numbers of martyred women folk 
during resisting Dogra brutality are many and to name a 
few are... 

When one Sajida Bano, 25 of Shopian, who has lost her 
husband, took a part in a big procession received a bullet 
aimed by the Dogra military on the procession. She was 
pregnant and died along with her unborn child on the 
spot. 

Another woman who was also killed in a police firing 
during the procession was Jana Begum, 35, a widow, 
of Srinagar. Another martyred women namely Begum 
Bohru better known as Freechi, 30, a widow of a promi¬ 
nent figure of Baramulla Khawaja Ab. Razak Bohru. She 
was a known figure and was very much disturbed by the 
continuing news of innocents killing by the tyrant and 
brutal regime of that time. 

Mourning the martyrs and sloganeering against the ty¬ 
rant Dogra rulers, Begum Bohru took out the procession 
along with many other women. Reaching in the midst of 
the town, police blocked the road and one of the officers 
used abusive language and Freechi couldn’t bear it and 
as she was carrying Kangri (Fire Pot), hurled it directly 
towards that officer’s face due to which that officers face 
got disfigured permanently. Freechi was shot dead on the 
spot. The whole town came out in her burial almost bare¬ 
footed. 

Another woman Mrs Fazli was shot dead when the mil¬ 
itary opened direct fire on a procession in the Maisuma 
area of Srinagar. Jaana Ded, another great one who used 
to lead the protests against the atrocities of the Dogra 
regime was martyred. Zoona Bibi of Old City Srinagar, a 
born leader, jailed tortured many a times. Lost her 9 year 
old son in a police firing while she being in jail at that 
time. 

Fatima from Islamabad was shot at in a protest by the 
Dogra forces. 

If we start writing the list will keep rising but the names 
will not stop. That was just a gist of women martyrs Pre 
1990. And the Post 1990 is filled with tearful tails of our 
mothers, sisters, daughters who have sacrificed their lives 
for this pious struggle. 

1980 s armed uprising saw a new chapter in the long on¬ 
going Kashmir struggle. And with that a series of kill¬ 
ing, torture, humiliating incidents, kidnapping etc. all 


by the oppressor regime was and is at its peak. The Mu- 
jahid whosoever took to armed struggle was not alone 
on that path but his whole family got involved in that 
and they were/are subjected to numerous torture be it 
mental or physical. And in that the mostly victimised 
person is the womenfolk of that family. In the Post 1990 
armed struggle era women folk took active part also as 
their predecessors. And is still being active participants. 
Mostly the mothers of the mujahideen, they proved to 
be the inspiration to all. Their active participation in the 
protests proved a great change in the ongoing struggle. 
Their participation in the protests communicated a sense 
of alienation into the youngest generation of the Kash¬ 
mir, that generation which was sensing and observing all 
this was and still learning how to respond to such atroci¬ 
ties and tyranny of the oppressor regime. These mothers, 
sisters, daughters became the effective torch bearers of 
this struggle. 

“Urn Umara Nusaybah Bint Ka’ab A1 Ansariyyah fought 
in Uhud and also fought with the army that killed Mu- 
saylimah the Liar. She was wounded in thirteen places 
that day and her hand was cut off.” 

During protests the women also became equal victims of 
lethal pallet guns, bullets. Many young girls, who were 
hit with pallets, lost their sight forever. 14 year old Insha 
Mushtaq, from South Kashmir was directly targeted by 
the pellet shell in which she lost her eye sight. Recently 
in South Kashmir a sister was directly targeted with a 
bullet by the brutal Indian force. Many sisters were and 
are jailed also and prominent among them is the Sister 
Aasiya Andrabi, who has sacrificed her whole life for this 
pious cause, jailed many a times. Despite her husband 
being the longest serving victim of this oppressor regime 
and has completed 26 years in prison, sister Aasiya is a 
beacon light of this ongoing struggle. Sister Fehmeeda, 
leading protests, jailed and tortured but still adamant 
in the cause. Zamrooda Habib, sister who was put into 
the notorious Tihar Jail for 5 years. Sister Ruqaya, whose 
husband was implicated in a false cases and put into dun¬ 
geons for 12 years and at that time when she was expect¬ 
ing a baby. Like sister Ruqaya many are like her waiting 
for their loved ones but didn’t lose hope or break the will 
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but stand as mountain of hope for this pious struggle. 

We salute our sisters in struggle.
